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Continuation of 3. NOTE: while the amendment cured some deficiencies of the originally filed claims, they raise new issues of unclarity, 
e.g. why contacting flows of two immiscible fluids should form plugs, rather than a laminar flow of two fluids? It is also unclear, as to how 
one fluid can be permeable for another - does it mean miscible? The amendment did not overcome all clarity issues, and raised new ones. 
As to the rejection over the prior art - a droplet of a liquid in an immiscible oil is basically the same as the plug of the liquid in the immiscible 
carrier fluid in the capillary. The only difference is that the droplet in the oil is hanging, while the plug can be moved. Crystallization in the 
droplet in oil is based on the principle of forming a small controllable volume of a homogeneously distributed liquid (which is a droplet in an 
immiscible liquid). It is the same is forming a plug of a controllable volume in the capillary, with the advantage of a dynamic system, which 
has an additional variable - the rate of moving and thus mixing.. 
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
